COUNCIL BLUFFS, Io., March 10.— 
Belief that John C. Mabray and his as- 
sociates who are accused of the swin- 
dling of ‘‘Mikes” all over the country by 
means of ‘fixed’ races, wrestling and 
boxing matches, would enter a plea of 
guilty when his case came up in the 
Federal Court today, was dispelled when 
he appeared, defiant and prepared to 
make a vigorous defense. With him 
was a formidable array of attorneys. 

The fact that three of the defendants 
had entered pleas of guilty on the pre- 
ceding day in no way shook the con- 
fidence’ of Mabray and ‘his associates. 
They declared that this would have no 


bearing on their case. 
“I don’t want ‘to stay in jail the rest 


of my life,” said Mabray, ‘‘and I be- 
lieve that I have already been suffi- 
ciently punished. However, I shall fight 
this to the bitter end. No compromises 
for me.”’ 
102 Witnéeases Called. 

One hundred and two witnesses have 
been summoned by the State and the 
defense and more than twenty lawyers 
are engaged in the case. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Byers of I@wa is one of those who 
is watching the case. Mabray and some 
6f his associatés, were indicted in that 
State, but it was suggested that the 
accugations might be dismissed if the 
defendants pleaded. guilty here. 

Ea McCoy, Thomas Gay, Fred Mull 
and George R. Morrison, other supposed 
members of the band, also were ar- 
raigned today. It is said Gay will give 
evidence for the Government. 

“John R. Dobbins, one of the men un- 
der indictment, will not be tried at this 
time because of his appeal from, the 
judgment of the State court which is 
now pending. Dobbins was convicted 
some months ago on the charge of con- 
spiring to rob.T. W. Ballew, a Prince- 
ton (Mo.) banker, of “$30,000 in one of 
the swindles charged against the de- 
fendants in the present case. 

The case of Benjamin Marks, who is 
ill, Was continued until the next term of 
court. Of the first 12 men called to the 
jury box, eight were farmers. 

Three Plead Guilty. 

A surprise came when Bert Shores, 
William Harris and Ole Marsh with- 
drew their ‘pleas of not 
pleaded guilty. Although they deny it, 
as does the prosecution, it is believed 
that these men will turn State’s evi- 
dence and take minimum sentences. 

Marsh is an allround athlete and has 
béen a wrestling promoter in. Seattle. 
Shores is also a Seattle man, and Harris 
gives Spokane as his home. Marsh and 
Harris are accused of having ‘“‘steered”’ 
J, H. Kavanaugh, now living in Musko- 
gee, Ok., against a $2000 wrestling 
match. Kavanagh formerly lived in 
Davenport, Io. 

March denies positively that he ever 
had any intention of going on the stand 
against his alleged . fellows. 

#Twould hang before I would take the 
stand in that case,’’ he says. “I came 
to my own conclusions in regard to this 
plea of guilty. The three of us talked 
it over for two hours after our arraign- 
ment and then decided to take our medi- 
cine, whether it be fine, jail sentence er 
penitentiary.’’ 

Marsh further denies that he had any 
kind of agreement with the prosecution 
in regard to that plea of guilty, saying 
he had not even talked wit “those fel- 
lows for the Government.” 

“If I could have had a separate trial,” 
he added, “I would have fought it to the 
last ditch. I do not know how much 
they may have against these fellows.” 

The defendants appearing are: Leon 
Lozier, Ed Leach, John R. Dobbins, 
R, E. L. Goddard, Clarence Class, Clar- 
ence Forbes, Harry Forbes, Winford 
Harris, John H. Beath, George M. 
Marsh, Edwin Morris and Bert R. 
Shores. Three others—Willard Powell, 
Frank Scott and T. S. Robinson—were 
represented by attorneys, who stated 
their clients would appear tomorrow. 
Five of the defendants were without at- 
torneys and pleaded poverty: The Court 
appointed attorneys to defend them. 

Mabray ,appeared in court and was 
cheerful. He said he never felt better 
ahd that during his 13 months in jail he 
had not missed a meal.

Wife — City Seeking Bail—Cell 23. Ready 
for Former Police Fdtid Secretary Ac- 
cused of $12,769 Theft. 


While cell No. 23 in the City Jail was 
being prepared Thursday afternoon for 
John M. Healy, indicted four times for 
embezzlements from the Police Relief 
Association, Mrs. Healy, Martin J. Gal- 
lagher, a bosom friend of the prisoner, 
and N. P. L. Rosch, one of his attor- 
neys, were touring the city in an auto- 
mobile for a bondsman. 

Healy, haggard of countenance and 
apparently on the verge of a breakdown, 
was committed to the jail at 12:30 p. m. 
Thursday in default of $15,000 bond, 
which was fixed by Judge Hitchcock. 
He was a reluctant prisoner. For two 
hours he sat in the office of Sheriff 
Nolte,- promising the officials that a 
bailsman would arrive any minute. 

Finally Sheriff Nolte ordered him 
locked up. He was: led to the office of 
Jailer Caspar Wolf, of whom he re- 
quested that he be permitted to sit in 
the office outside the jail ‘during the aft- 
ernoon, as he said he was sure his wife 
would find a bondsman. Wolf replied 
that he could make no exceptions and 
that Healy must go to jail. 

“Well, if I must, I must,’ said the 
prisoner, with a tremulous attempt at a 
smile. 

_Pleas Save Him From Cell. 

A few moments later the iron doors 
grated shut behind him and he steod 
fating the douWMe-decked semi-circle of 
cells. He appealed to Chief Jail Guard 
Charles Gockley to spare him the ignho- 
mity of being locked in a cell.’ Gockley 
was prevailed upon and permitted him 
to take a seat in the office: inside the 
jail. | 

Healy, with his dark suit of the finest 
texture, his expensive shoes and hat 
and his dandyish neckwear, was easily 
the best dressed man recently received 
in the jail. 

Cup of Coffee for Lunch. 

Healy arrived in the jail at lunch time. 
Asked whether he wished anything to 
eat, he said: 

“Please bring me a cup of coffee.”’ 

He took no other food, and nervously 
paced back and forth in the narrow of- 
fice under the curious eyes of the other 
prisoners, who stared at.his stylish 
garb. 

Gallagher informed Mrs.’ Héaly of her 
husband's plight by telephone, and says 
she told him it would be best to see J 
Brooks Johnson, a professional money 
lender. Gallagher said he understood 
Johnson had promised to sign the -bond 
with Chris Schawacker. 

But Johnson told a Post-Dispatch re- 
potrer at 1:30 p. m. that he had not 
been asked to sign the bond, and that 
he was not acquainted with Healy. 

“It's safe to say that I woudn’t sign 
the bond of a man I didn’t know,” add- 
ed he. 

Must Get Bond by Night. 

It is likely that Healy will be per- 
mitted to occupy the inside jail office all 
afternoon, a@s exercise hours for the 
prisoners occupy the period. If bond is 
not obtained by 6 p. m. he wil be locked 
In cell 23, according ot Wolf.

the abution is thorough. Prisoners have 
their choice of hot or cod, tub or show- 
er, baths. 

Afterwards their colthes, even if as 
dapper as those of Heay, are carefully 
fumigated. 

The choice of cell 23 for Healy's oc- 
cupancy, in case bail fails him, recalls 
co his acquaintances his superstition 
against unucky numbers and days. They 
saw with misgivings that the total po 
lice fund deficit estimated by Andrew 
J. Maroney, $13,213.01, contained the 
number “‘13"' twice. It is said that 
Healy never transacted business, if he 
could hel it, on.the thirteenth or twen- 
ty-third days of the month, or on Fri- 
day. ' 

Healy was. rearrested at 10 a. m. 
Thursday’on indictments charging the 
embezzlement of $12,769.66 from the police 
fund, and was required by Judge Hitch- 
cock to. furnish, $15,000 bond for his ap- 
pearance for trial. 

For 10 minutes the young prisoner, a 
shadow of his former dapper and beam- 
ing self, was locked in the cage in Judge 
Klene’s court. He appeared there td 
answer his bond of $10,000, which has 
held him to answer any charge placed 
against him. Before the hearing was 
called. he was arrested under a-caplias 
by Chief Deputy Sheriff Louis Huber. 

On the motion of Circuit - Attorney 
Jones, Healy was discharged under the 
bond tn Judge Klene’s'court. Attorney 
Rosch announced to the court that his 
client» was in the Sheriff's custody. 

Huber at once conducted the prisoner 
before Judge Hitchcock, to whom’ the 
Srand jury returned four indictments 
Wednesday charging the deposed secre- 
tary with e>ibezzsiement. Judge Hitch- 
cock immediately arnounced that he 
would fix ball at $15,000. 

Judge C. Orrick Bishop, another of 
Healy's attorneys, sprang to his feet 
and protested the amount of the bend 
as excessive. 

“Bail for a murderer would be no 
larger,”’ he exclaimed. 

Jones replied that it was usual to ex- 
act a bond equa! or in excess 6f sums 
alleged to.have been stolen. Judge 
Hitchcock added decidedly: 

“This bond is not excessive. One in- 
dictment charges the theft of $2110.50: 
for this I have set a bond of $3000. An- 
other alleges the embezzlement of $3767- 
2%: for this I fix a bond of $4000. The 
third indictment charges the embezzle- 


‘ment of $6971.94, arid the bond here will 


be $7000. The fourth charge is the theft 
of $99.97. I will ask $1000 bali for this.” 

Judge Bishop again objected, and de- 
clared that the Missour!

Capt. Schoppe believes that if bogus 
bond blanks were manufactured by some 
unscrupulous printer, they probably do 
not show the Water mark. This clew 
will be followed, Capt. Schoppe says. 

In connection with these bond dis- 
crepancies, Acting Chief of Police Gil- 
laspy Wednesday ordered the suspen- 
sion of Patrolmen Peter Quinn and Red 
Dolan of the Carr Street District. Do- 
lan is district collector for the Relief 
Association and was a witness before 
the grand jury. 

Tevis found that. there are 226 more 
bond blanks at the Carr Street Station 
than the number of common law bonds 
which, according to the records, have 
been issued there since 1907. One theory 
is that bogus bonds Were sold, and that 
the guilty men pocketed the 60 cents 
proceeds from each sale instead of re- 
mitting it to the Relief Association sec- 
retary.

boxing gloves and weeet ing mats, were 
confiscated. 

But what was regarded as more im- 
portant was the. capture of .complete 
records of ‘the operations of a gang 
which called itself “The Millionaires’ 
Club,” which extended all over the coun- 
try, counting its victims in St. Louis, 
as well as other principal cities. These 
records, which teok in every transac- 
tion, were kept in cipher, but the trans- 
lation sdon was accomplished by the 
Government. officers who scarined them. 

Mabray and his associates had estab- 
lished themselves in.

TAFT’S PLAN SCORED 


Former, Interior Secretary|% 
Says Proposed $30,000,000 
in Bonds Is Unnecessary. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—A large 

“of of the lands withdrawn by James 

Garfield, former Secretary of the In- 
terior, along the Grand River in Colo- 
rado and Utah on the ground that they 
contained power possibilities; will be re- 
stored’ to entry by ‘Secretary Ballinger, 
an examination having shown that only 
12,392 acres are serviceable for that pure 
pose. 

The testimony of James R. Garfield, 
former Secretary of the Interior, be- 
fore the Ballinger-Pinctiot inyestigation 
committee today was enlivened’ by the 
declaration of the witness thut he did 
not believe the $30,000,000 bond issue; 
recommended by President Taft. to 
Congress, was necessary for the proper 
forwarding of irrigation work in the 
West. 


Thinks Taft Lacked Facts. 
Mr. Garfield said this in defense of the 


co-operative agreement he entered into 
‘with water users’ association and of 
the reclamation certificates he issued in 
evidence, of work performed and which 
have come to be known as ‘Garfield 
currency.”* 

Mr. Garfield claimed that it was evi- 


dent Attorney-General Wickersham and 


President Taft did not have the proper 
facts before them when they reached 
opinions adverse to the legality of the 
reclamation certificates, 

The witness immediately implied that 
Mr. Ballinger might have been responsi- 
ble in this connection, but he did not 
make an outright statement to that ef- 
fect. 

The former Secretary took sibinn with 
Mr. Ballinger as to certain statements 
made by the latter in his reply to Presi- 
dent Taft regarding the various charges 
made against him. Mr,: Garfield said 
he could not recall any conference with 
Mr. Ballinger regarding the Cunning- 
ham coal claims, although Mr. Ballinger 
said he had immediately conferred with 
Mr. Garfield after the receipt of Glavis’ 
protest against the clear listing of the 
Alaska claims, 

Mr, Garfield admitted that in urging 
coal legislation by Congress early in 
1908, he had niade the statement that he 
was willing to condone fraudulent en- 


tries in Alaska .prpvided the entrymen 


were compelled to pay an increase price 
for the land to the Government. 

Mr. Garfield’s cross-examination prob- 
ably will be reached late this afternoon. 


COSTLY RADIUM THROWN AWAY 


LONDON, March 10.—A London medi- 
calman whoisa specialist in radiogra- 
phy has lost $4000 worth of radium by 
an unfortunate mischance.

Plaintiff, Father, Sister and 


Aunt All.Testify in Five 
Minutes. 


It took Mrs. Eliza Boyd. Ware just 
six minutes to obtain a divoree: Thurs- 
day morning from J. Bissejl Ware in 
the Circuit Court at Clayton—five min- 
utes for Mrs. Ware, her father, her sis- 
ter and her aunt to give their testi- 
mony and one minute for Judge Wiur- 
deman to make up his mind and enter 
the decree. 

Mrs. Ware is a niece of former Gov. 
David R. Francis, a daughter of W. G. 
Boyd, vice-president of the Brown Bond 
and Stock Co., a sister of Mrs. Joseph 
Dickson: Jr., whose husband is promi- 
nent as a lawyer, and a niecé of Mrs. 
Christopher P. Ellerbe of Ferguson. 

J. Bissell Ware was a member of the 
celebrated entertaining staff, of Presi- 
dent Francis during the World's. Fair. 
He is a member of the old Bissell fam- 
ily, which was prominent 100 yéars ago, 
during the early days of the Louisiana 
Territory, and for which Bissell’s Point 
was named. 


Wedding nx Social Event, * 
The wedding of young Ware and Miss 


Eliza Boyd; November 1, 1899, was a #so- 
cial event of considerable importance 
at the time. The couple lived together 
in St. Louis until February 3, 1909. Then, 
it is alleged, Ware deserted his wife, but 
for what reason does not appear. Rela- 
tives prevailed upon Mrs. Ware to wait 
at least one year before filing suit for 
divorce, She went to live with Mrs. 
Ellerbe, taking with her-her. only child, 
J. Bissell Ware, Jr., who was born De- 
cember 16, 1906. 

At 9:30 o’clock Thursday morning Mrs. 
Ware drove up to the courthouse at 
Clayton in an automobile, in which were 
seated her father, her sister, Mrs. Dick- 
son, and Mrs. Bilerbe. Her attorney, 
Morton Jourdan, arrived a few minutes 
later. Court was opened, and the case 
was called immediately. 

Ware was not represented, 
petition or counsel. 

Wife First Witness. 

Mrs. Ware was first called. She stat- 
ed the bare facts concerning her mar- 
riage. 

*Why did your husband leave .you?”’ 
asked her attorney. 

Mrs. Ware either did not hear the 
question or did not wish to answer ‘it. 
She madé. no reply, and Jourdan did 
not repeat it.

They Cross the Bridge in a 
Mile of Automobiles and 
Plenty of Horns.

Four hundred East St. Louis boosters 
in more than a mile of decorated auto- 
mobiles ifvaded St. Lovis Thursday in 
an effort to make the residents take no- 
tice of improvements costing $15,000,000 
being made on the East Side, and the 
facilities the city has for more factor- 
ies and business interests. 

With two brass bands, a siren whistle 
and several other noise-making appll- 
ances worked with handpower, tmade it 
probably the noisiest parade of its kind 
that ever passed over the streets of the 

ity. 

Each automobile carried four flags, 
several East St. Louls pennants, a sup- 
ply of literature, a large sign, and at 
least four. boosters. In auto No. 3% 
manned by Horace J. Eggman East St. 
Louis was referred to a&S “The Home 
Beyond the River.’’ Others proclaimed 
East St. Louis as the “Booster City,” 
and requested that “Everybody boost, 
all together."’ 

The’ River Front Committee of the 
East St. Louls Commercial Club, which 
is seexing to take the control of the 
levee. front on the East Side from the 
Wiggins Ferry and Terminal Railroad 
Association, headed the parade. The 
committee was. not iooking for the river 
front Thursday. If it had been search- 
ing for a free place to reach the river 
it could not have been found in East St. 
Louis. 

Mayor in Parade. 

Mayor Silas Cook and members of the 
City Council occupied autos near the 
head of the procession, followed by 
members of the Real Estate Exchange, 
Commercial Club and representatives of 
the business interests. 

Joseph N. Keys was in charge of the 
first division. Fred Harding had the 
second division in charge, and operated 
the siren whistle. M. L. Harris and 8S. 
D. Sexton were in charge of the route 
traversed. 

The instructions given the chauffeurs 
by Grand Marshall J. J. Faulkner. when 
St. Louls was reached were that no 
stops should be made to assist disabled 
autos. 

“Let the police take care of the dis- 
abled. The boosters must keep mov- 
ing,”’ were his orders. The instructions 
were followed. 

Many stray dogs that trouble auto- 
mobiles; were surprised. When Fred 
Harding turned loose the siren whistle, 
which its guaranteed to produce a noise 
that can be heard for a mile, the trou- 
blesome canines tore down the streets 
to get away from the new kind of noise. 

Visit RealHty Men. 

Leaving East St, Louis at 9 a. m. the 
boosters swooped down upon’ St. Louis 
at 9:30 a. m. and went direr Jy to Real 
Estate Row on Chestnut st jet to show 
the dealers in property vy cat could be 
turned out by the East Side. The route 
was west to Twelfth street, past the 
City Hall, and back to: Broadway. on 
Market street. 

After traversing the business section, 
the boosters went north on Broadway to 
St. Louis avenue, east to Grand avenue, 
swung south on Grand to Sidney street, 
and back to Broadway. A serenade at 
the City Hall woke up the city officials 
to the East Side facilities. Another tour 
of the business district, and the visitors 
crossed the Eads bridge and went. home. 

The visit of the East Side business 
men is a part of a publicity campaign 
inaugurated to boost that city. In about 
ten days a two-day trip through South- 
érn Illinois will be made in a special 
train, followed a week later by ar at- 
tack upon Central Hlinois, where tons 
of literature will be distributed.

HOW MONEY KINGS RULE. 


INCE, in the present civilization 
most governments must, in 
their ostensible functions, ap- 

pear to be molded by public opinion, 
and public opinion is shaped by the 
press, we here come upon one great 
lever by ,which~. business, the only 
real power, manipulates the machine, 
says Charles Edward Russell in Suc- 
cess Magazine. It has, of course, 
many others that sometimes co-ordi- 
nate with the efforts of the press 
and sometimes work quite independ- | 
, ently. 


business usually selects a great part 
of the national cabinet and all of the 
nation’s judges. Mr. Morgan; repre- 
senting the iron and steel part of 
business, may select the Secretary ‘of 
State; Mr. Harriman’s successor, rep- 
resenting the railroad part of the 
business, may pick out the Attorney- 
General; Mr. Ryan, representing the 
traction and lighting interests, may 
choose the Secretary of War; the 
gentlemen who control the great oil 
industry may choose the Secretary 
of the Treasury; and by these means 
a cabinet is assured that will not be 
hostile to the welfare of the great 
exponents of business. 

If, for example, conditions require 
that much national money be re- 
leased in Wall Street, the Secretary 
of the Treasury can be depended 
upon to release it; and if conditions 
require that a great corporation be 
not prosecuted for an unavoidable 
violation of the law, the Attorney- 
General can be “‘epended upon not 
to prosecute it. If conditions re- 
quire that one man appointed to be 
minister to China shall be recalled 
and another man sent in his place, 
the Secretary of State can be trusted 
to comply with conditions. 


REAL BEEF TEA. 


Beef tea is comomnly made by 
chopping into small pieces and put- 
ting into a bottle or glass jar leari 
meat entirely free from fat. Enough 
cold water is added to cover the meat. 
After soaking cold for some hours 
or so the botle of meat is set in a 
deep vessel.of cold water, which is 
then brought to a slow boil, and kept 
simmering for several hours. The 
tea is then poured off through a 
straining cloth and ready for use, 
cold or hot. Such beef tea is one of 
the best heart’and brain tonics, but 
has little or no nutritive or flesh- 
making value; nevertheless, it is 
probably the ideal pick-me-up for a 
tired literary brain or sore and tired 
athletic muscles. Various meat ex- 
tracts are somewhat near, though a 
very imperfect substitute for, perfect’ 
beef tea.—New York Press.

FIREMEN TURN BACK 


Start to Blaze, Take Vote on 
It When Half Way © 
and Go Home. 


Kirkwood’s volunteer fire department 
made itself more than ever the pride of 
the suburb when‘its members halted on 
their way to three burning frame houses 
on Fillmore street and took a vote on 
the question whether they shoyld go 
farther. The ‘‘noes’”’ had it, and the 
firemen turned back, amid the cheers of 
Kirkwood. 

The three houses were the last of a 
row of 15 built a year ago, never occu- 
pied,.and burned at an average rate of 
more than one a month. Kirkwood’ peo- 
ple never did like the looks of the 
houses, which were pronounced. too 
cheap for the neighborhood, and there 
was joy in the suburb as, singly or by 
twos and threes, the little dwellings 
went up in smoke. 

‘This feeling of complacency over the 
Fillmore street fires was shared by the 
volunteer firemen. They have a record 
for fast runs and efficiency, but they 
never managed to get to these fires in 
time to do any more than warm their 
hands over the ruins. 

Road Was Bad, 

They started soon after the alarm was 
given at ll-p. m. Wednesday, but at the 
first bad place in the foad they stopped 
and discussed the question of ad&{incing 
or retreating, until R. H. Bopp, driver 
of the apparatus, put the — to a 
vote. j 

While the firemen were debating, the 
frame houses were giving a correct imi- 
and the 
Kirkwood folk were looking’ on with 
hearts as light as the fiddling Nero’s. 

“The houses were an eyesore," Mar- 
shal Kinyon of Kirkwood told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Thursday. ‘There 
were 15 of them in the first place, they 
‘cost not more than $500 apiece, and no 
one ever occupied any of them, ) 

“The fires In the row started about a 
year ago, about the time tht houses 
were finished. Two were burned the 
first time, three a month later,,and so 
it went until now the last three are 
gone. Everybody supposed the housés 
were set afire on purpose, but no one 
Was ever caught. 

“There is a gang of bad boys around 
Kirkwood, and I have been trying to 
get some of them for throwing dyna- 
mite off the United Railways bridge a 
few months ago. They have done sev- 
eral things that have caused Complaint, 
and it may be they have been setting 
fire to these houses to square them- 
selvés with the public. 

“Of course if I find out who set fire to 
the houses I will arrest them. But the 
people around here are too well. pleased 
to be very particuler about having them 
caught.’’ 

Members of the volunteer fire depart- 
ment described the debate on the way 
to the fire. They Said they did all they 
could, but that the force of circum- 
stances was too much for them. 


“I think we got out pretty promptly,”’ | 


said Chief Dave Berg, who in private 
life is Kirkwood’s village barber, ‘but 
we had a mile and a half to go, and the 
going.was pretty bad. 

“When we had gone half.way, the 
boys complained about the road, and 
Peter Prough, who drives a feed wagon, 
told how he had been stuck in the mud 
a little piece beyond, the day before. 

“Then Bopp said he didn’t think we 
would find any fire plugs when we got 
there. So we took a vote, and the vote 
was to go back home and go to bed.”’
